Madison. 
While the majority ot tlio 
growing crops nre harvested and safe- 
ly out of the way of the frosts, there 
is enough still out of doors to cause 
considerable loss to the growers. The 
early harvested crops are curing sat- 
isfactorily and the late rains have 
been a great help In this direction.

Customs Receipts Increase. 


This excellent showing was not ex- 


pected by the treasury otllclals, as 
they believed the abolition of the war 
tax would so diminish the 
receipts 


from Internal revenue sources that the 
expenditures would exceed tnc

ceipts for the first six months of the 
fiscal year. The-falling oft, however, 
has been only $13.tiiM).OOU> compared 
with the Bnmo period last year, when 
the war taxes were being 
collected,
